VAK  D©'M:    7aJ-lace,  I  understand  the  new  production  goals  are  bigger  than  ever, 

KADDSELYi    Yes,  they  are,  Ruth. if  farmers  meet  the  goals  they'll  set  another 
all-time  record  in  1944  —  the  eighth  year  in  a  ro^^    The  'Tar  Food  Administra.tion 
has  just  totaJed  up  the  goals  that  i?ere  agreed  upon  in  State  meetings  "by  farra 
'■'-leaders  and  representatives  of  agricultural  agencies.    And  the  State  people  said 
tha,t ,  barring  the  unforeseen,  the  country  can  m^et  the  goals. 

VAH  DSI'IAi^:    "Barring  the  unforeseen" ...  .in  other  ^ords,  ^re'll  need  good  'veather, 

KADDERLY:    Yes... at  least  average  "^^eather  and  adeq_uate  machinery,  fertilizer 

and  labor,  continuation  of  the  present  price  supports,  and  in  some  cases  higner 
price  supports. 

VAH  DSIiAIT:    Incidentally,  the  goals  call  for  a.  total  increase,  but  not  increases 
in  all  co::^modities. .  .isn' t  that  right? 

KADD-RLY:    Absolutely.    The  goals  call  for  380  nillion  acres  in  crops,  compared 
with  364  million  this  year.    But  that  isn't  the  whole  story.     The  goals  call  for 
a  little  less  —  oats,  barley,  sorghums,  flaxseed;  considerably  less  —  rye; 
about  the  sane  acreage  of  rice  and  cotton;  a  little  more  —  corn,  hay,  sugar  cane 
drj'"  beans,  Irish  pota.toes,  sweet  potatoes,  and  vegetables  for  both  fresh  use  ajid 
processing;  considerably  more  —  wheat,  soybeajis  for  beajis,  peanuts,  ajid  sugar 
beets. 


VAIT  DEJ'AIT:    Kow  about  livestock  and  livestock  products? 

KADDERLY:    I'ore  milk,  more  eggs;  considerabl;"  fewer  hogs ;  considerably  fewer 
chickens-for-broilers ;  somewha.t  sm.aller  production  of  chickens  and  turkeys  on 
farms;  ajid  by  the  end  of  1944  somewhat  smaller  population  of  cattle  and  calves, 
beef  co"fs,  sheep  8jt.d  lambs. 

VAxT  DEiai?:    These  general  facts  apply  to  all  counties? 

KADDERLY:  >Tot  necessarily.  Each  farmer  will  get  more  detailed  information  from 
the  Triple-A  ceminittee  in  his  county  !7ell,  so  much  for  the  goals. 
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
